uture of the metal.here in" Salt Lake City, which 
s the greatest smelting center in the world. As 
uch, it receives practically air of the silver ore 
produced on this "continent—ore from. Mexico and 
Canada as well as that from, Utah, Nevada,, and 


tontana. mines. The largest silver mines are in] 
lexico; the largest silver mine in this country! 
s in Montana, and the second largest in Utah, 
ome ot this product is shipped by way of San 
'rancisco to the Orient, but the greater part goes 
o London. 
The history ot silver, • ot its rise and fall, is 


uriously romantic. 
Once a king' among metals, 


ought'"for by potentates and pirates, and capable' 
f drawing'an army of fortune-hunters across a 
ontinent, silver tottered and fell, 'after' demone- 
ization in 1873-until dozens of silver mines were 
.ompelled .to close down. Before the late war, 
he owner <)t a silver mine was not to-be .envied. 
He was in the same position as so many owners 
if gold claims today, who cannot-afford to oper- 
te them. 
Mining 'costs .were too high, and the 


price of silver too low. 
The -greatest demand for silver has always 


been in the Orient. There are only two great 
countries in the world which are not on a g-old 
basts,-and"these are China and India. They are 
the chief so-called silver nations. This Is be- 
cause they are heavily In debt to other nations, 
and. must trade with _them on whatever terms 
their creditors see fit. 
If China.could succeed .In 


levelopins its splendid natural resources so that 
t could get out of debt, it could demand pay- 
ment for its goods in gold. But until then It will 
nave to take silver.

In India the coinage is entirely of silver, -which 
s minted by the British Government. The de- 
mand lor silver for personal adornment is also 
very great in that country, Divine to the prefer- 
ence of the people for carrying their wealth about 
with them. Thievery flourishes so successfully in 
India that this is an almost necessary, precaution. 
« the cry o£ "Thief!" in the night, the average 
native family merely gets up and runs, carrying 
Its riches' in the form of bracelets, rings and 
chains. The same custom is observed in certain 
pacts'of our own West, -where the men carry 
their wealth.not in the form/of silver, but of dia- 
monds. 
The silver authorities in Salt Lake.City speak 


of India as the silver sink. They say they don't 
know what becomes of all of it, but that no sli- 
ver which ever goes Into India ever comes "out. 
While this is a. slight exaggeration, of course, it 
is true that a great deal of metal Is hoarded 
from generation to generation, through which it 
is passed down much In the same .form as .the 
families of other nations pass down their real 
estate. Widows in India, for instance, have no 
dower right, but'they are permitted to keep their 
ornaments, which naturally causes the native 
women to demand as many silver necklaces as 
possible. 
. Ail of the Indian supply of silver coinage.Is 
provided by the British Government, which there- 
fore has always been interested, in keeping the 
price of silver down. For when-the: price-of silver 
rises above the value of the'Iridlan'rbupee,-which- 
is 94 cents, everybody immediately melts his sup- 
ply of roupees and sells them"for -bullion. There 
is one:group of four brokers.in London which has 
been setting the price of. silver, for'the rest of. the 
world for a long period of years.

fear the foes from without, but they 
must strengthen their vigil against 
foos from within.

Knowledge cannot be accepted as 
a passport to the new citizenship. 
No longer can we receive into the 
patriotic ranks the person 
simply 
possessed of general education. Ana 
he who possesses a special knowl- 
edge of our government Is not, be- 
cause of that fact, to be admitted. 
Many a person, well informed re- 
garding our governmental organiza- 
tion, has found his way to the peni- 
tentiary, and many another is at 
large because his knowledge has en- 
abled him to evade the law.

When the citizen performs his 
great duty of making tUe most of 
himself and providing others an op- 
portunity to do the same, then, and 
not until then, is he entitled to his 
rights. The right to life is justified 
only when he makes the most of it.

Freedom of thought and 
expression provide tho best possible 
means of intellectual development. 
Unrestricted religious worship pro- 
vide the greatest possibilities of spir- 
itual growth.
